Chronlole gained, because of its supposed 
faTorable attitude on the silrer question, 
what the Examiner lost. Now the Obron- 
iole shows ita true oolois and otitioizea un- 
favorably the action of Nevada and Colo- 
rado on the silver qaeation and says noth- 
ing can be gained by the silver States ar- 
raying themselves against the two great 
parties. 


The opinion of the Chronicle on the sil- 


ver qaeation la worth no more than that 
of the 
most 
obaoare 
paper 
in 
Ne- 


vada or Colorado. It knows nothing prac- 
tically of the evils resulting to the mining 
States from the demonetization, of silver. If 
the writers who pen its articles have been 
long enough on the Coast they know that 
San Francisco is greatly indebted to the 
silver mines ot Nevada. They are aware 
that the Bank of California, Nevada Block, 
the Baldwin and Palace Hotel?, the man- 
sions of the Floods and O'Briens, and of 
many other wealthy magnates of the city 
owe their existence to Nevada silver mines. 
They doubtless have noticed too, that San 
Francisco misses the stream of gold and 
silver which steadily flowed into the lap* 
of its merchants and business from Ne- 
vada, when silver was at par, and that to- 
day it feels the stringency in money mat- 
ters, caused by the decline in silver, since 
hostile legislation made it a merchantable 
commodity with no fix- d value, though not 
in so great a degree aa it is felt in the sil- 
ver States. 


The Chronicle, like many other papers, 


is for free coinage it the party to which it 
professes allegiance, favors the meRsnre. 
It wants the contest for the remonetizntion 
of silver to be fought witbin the part; 
lines utterly ignoring the fact that Wall 
Street controls the Republican and Demo- 
cratic organizations, and dictated the finan- 
cial plank of the Chicago platform as it did 
the financial plank of the Minneapolis 
platform.

bill. Nothing has been glided, but, on 
the contrary, much has been lost in the 
last fourteen years by the silver men Con- 
tinuing the agitation within party linen,

A Tldul Wave That Carried Away Every- 


thing but it l.lglithouBe and Deittraved 
Over 4O.OOO l.lve»—The Steamer lutao* 
but In til the MliUt of a Jungin. 
Tourists that visit Uatavia nowadays 


are quite out of the fashion if they fail 
to make the passage through Sunda 
strait and see all that is left of Krakatua 
and the vestiges of the ruin wrpught by 
the terrible emption of 1882. If they 
push up the Bay of Lmupong, on the 
Sumatra side of the channel, they are 
likely to laud on the low shores occu- 
pied by the village of Telokh-Betong, 
and hire carts for a short jaunt into the 
interior; and when they have gone about 
two miles they will panse to take in the 
curious scene presented; for here is seen 
one of the most interesting results of the 
great wave of Krakatau. 


There was just one man amid all that 


wild scene of death and devastation who 
was not overwhelmed in the common 
ruin. He escaped while 40,000 perished. 
He was the lighthouse keeper, who lived 
alone on an isolated rock iu the strait. 
ft was broad daylight when Krakatau 
burst asunder, but in a few moments 
the heavens were so densely shrouded by 
dust, mud and smoke that the darkness 
of midnight covered all the channel. 
The guardian of the lighthouse was in 
the lantern lliO*feet above the sea level. 
Here he reuiaiued safe and sound in the 
midst of the terrible commotion. 


He felt the trembling of the light- 


house, but it was so dark that he could 
not see the threatened danger. 
He did 


not know that a tremendous wave had 
almost overwhelinned the lighthouse, 
and that its crest had nearly touched 
the base of the lantern. He did not hear 
it because he was deafened by the awful 
detonation of Krakatua. 


In a few moments the wave, over a 


hundred feet in height, had swept along 
a coast line of a hundred miles on both 
sides of the channel. 


Scores of populous villages were buried 


deep beneath the avalanche of water. 
Great groves of cocoanut palms were 
leveled to the ground. 
Promontories 


were carried away. New bays were dug 
out of the yielding littoral. Every work 
of human hands except that lighthoiise 
was destroyed, and 40,000 persons per- 
ished in the deluge that mounted from 
the sea or beneath the rain of mud that 
tilled the heavens. 


A little sidewheel steamboat was borne 


on the top of that wave through forests 
and jungle, over two miles into the coun- 
try, iiiul was left as the wave receded. 
It will be remembered that for weeks 
before the final cataclysm at Krakatau, 
the volcano waa in a state of eruption. 
Pleasure parties were made up at Ba- 
tavia to visit the volcano. Not a few 
people landed on the island, little dream- 
ing that in the twinl?]ing of an eye two- 
tbirds of it waa to be blown into the air 
.is though shot from a gun. They wished 
to get as near as they thought they might 
safely venturo to tha growling, steaming 
crater. 


Tins little steamboat, on the day be- 


fore the explosion, canned one of these 
parties to the island. There were only 
twenty on board besides the crew. They 
spent a couple of hours around the is- 
land and then steamed up the deep and 
narrow Bay of Lampong, and it is sup- 
posed they anchored for the night in 
front of the big town of Telokh-Betong, 
which was ont> of the largest settlements 
on the south coast of Sumatra, 


The ill fated pleasure party was never 


heard of again. It is supposed that the 
boat was turned over and over like an 
eggshell in the surf. It had every ap- 
pearance of such rough usage when it 
was found some morithb later. The ma- 
chinery and furniture were badly broken 
<md were strewn about in tho greatest 
confusion. 
But the vessel held together, 


and was n'nahy set down in good shape, 
erect on her keel. 


Only two bodies were fotmd in the 


vessel. 
They were, of course, below 


deck. As it was morning when she was 
picked up by the wave it is supposed 
that nearly everybody was on shore. 
Not a vestige remains of the villages 
that lined the water edge. But the hulk 
of this littlo boat still stands, battered 
and broken, though as erect as when 
she plowed the channel, and she is the 
most curious and interesting relic of the 
greatest volcani/o eruption of modern 
times.—New York Sun. 


The Venom of Snukea. 


As to the vononj of serpents, no dis- 


tinct cheiuic.-.! principle has as yet been 
detected in ir, though such there must 
be, seeing that the effect of the saliva of 
different poisonous snakes is different— 
the blood copulating after a fata) cobra 
bite, though not after that of a rattle- 
snake or a vi ier. It has also been ascer- 
tained that if the blood of a poisoned 
animal be u jected into a healthy one 
the latter w£>. be poisoned in the same 
way aa if it had itself been bitten, al- 
thoxigh its flesh may ba eaten with im- 
punity. 


It ia » mistake, however, to suppose 


that a snake poison can have no effect 
unless .ictus ly mixed with the blood. 
It will act af'er being absorbed through 
nuch delicate skin as that which lines 
onr lips, though its action when thus 
received is lt>sa powerful.—Quarterly 
Review.
